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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art of Tzeng et at (US 5.756.155) 
teaches a nozzle with a dispenser 22 releasing a chemical toward the edge bead of the substrate. See Fig.1 B illustrates a need for an 
improved nozzle to supply/suck material near the edge of the wafer. It is noted that the nozzle is self-cleaning as an intended use. 
However, once the nozzle is located near the wafer a chemical is dispensed and sucked from the wafer via element 20 (splash controller) 
and the nozzle. See col. 2 lines 5-8, col. 2 lines 33-44, and col.6 lines 41-47. Regarding Sukenari (JP 08-017708), the apparatus of 
Sukenari features a gas blow and evacuation nozzle 13, 17 is an exhaust pipe (splash controller), and 14 is the assist gas supply pipe 
(dispenser) In both Sukenari and Tzeng et al the dispensers are at least partially around the dispenser/concentric with the splash 
controller..
